Through the courtesy of a read- 
er, the PRESS has received a 
great deal of literature on atomic 
energy from the “Emergency Com. 
mittee of Atomic Scientists.” 
However, ¢he Committee is puzzled 
as to what we plan to do with this 
materia). 

We were puzzled too, because 
the scope, and limitations of space 
fn the PRESS do not permit in- 
tensive study of the subject. In 
trying to reach some solution we 
chanced upon a “guest editorial” 
by David ©. Littenthal, Chafrman 
of the Atomic Epergy Commission, 
fm the American Press magerine. 
His exoellent article is an answer 
ahd a chalienge’to all those who 
Jive in fear and trembling of the 
atomic age. 

When you hear ar read the 
words “Atomic Energy” and {jm- 
mediately think of the “Atomic 
Bomb,” you are induiging jn dan- 
gerous thinking. Mr. Lilienthel 
says, “It is dangerous because It 
has just about succeeded in estab 
lishing a Myth: that atomic ener- 
gy is useful only {n weapons; that 
talk about peaceful uses is hope- 


less. Nothing could be further 
from the truth... by learning how 
to release the energy of the 


nucleus we have opened a new 
world of knowledge of forces that 
are at the foundation of all things; 
knowledge that applied for bene- 
ficial purposes, may open the dbor 
to great progress, not slam it on 
men’s hopes.” ; 

We can expect new discoveries: 
in the causes and curing of many 
diseases; in how plants and ani- 
mals grow for greater food pro- 
duction; in mechanical power, and 
meny other inventions to tmprove 
our living conditions. There. are 
unlimited possibilities for good as 
wohl as for evil’ 


So, why thig preoccupation, with 
death and destruction? Why this 
fear ot atomic “weapons Banc | 
of, indulxing in. megati | 
“Stop atomic warfare,” We shonld | 
aspire to positive thinking: to 
bufld a better world community of 
nations ‘because we heave. faith and 
believe in,mankind, and not be- 
cause we fear destroction.
